Presented o Succiot Form to the
Minister of the Interior.

Interview Witk Minister Young by League Ex-
ecullve Committee—One Million Dollars
Estimated for All Honolulu Streets.

This morning K. R. G. Wallace, W,
R. Sims, Geo. Farr and T. McCants
Stewart, the executive committes of
the Kalibl League for Publle improve-
ments, walted on Minister Young to
present him with a docnment reading
as follows: ’

“IN THE MATTER OF THE APPLI-

CATION OF THE KALIHI LEAGUE

FOR PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS,

“Hon. Alex. Young, Minister of the
Interior, Republic of Hawall,

“Sir;—We, the executive committee
of the Kalihl League for Public Im-
provements, have been  dirvected by
saldl League to wait upon your tlonor
and to urge upon you the necessity of
making certaln improvements for the
sanitary and general good of the Dls-
trict of Kalihi and its vieinity; and we
beg leave to file the followin: memor-
andum in writing, namely:

“first. The Increase of ‘raffic and
travel on King street has shown that
sald street, from the bridge to Kahan-
iki, Is too narrow for elther .afsty or
the convenlence of persons using it
and, being a coral road, the dust rises
from it In large volume, and injures
the throat, lungs and eyes of persons
using it. The street, In 1ts present con-
dition, is a diseredit to the clty, It
should be made at least sixty feet wide
and macadamized. .

“Second. No fire engine ia stationed
in Kalihl or its vicinity, and no public
provision has been made for the sup-
pression of fires there, Once started,
o fire would burn Itself out, unlesa put
out by private eltizens with private
apparatus, The hardship of such a
situation Is manifest without further
statement.

“Third, The necessity of removing
garbage and refuse from the houses
and premises of the residents of the
city has been emphagized by the pres-
ence of plague in our midst. There are
many residences In Kalihi and its
vicinity on small lots. Those citizens
who oceupy them, elther ns taxpayers
or rent payers, find it diffioult to dis-
pose of garbage und refuse,  Unless Im-
medlate attentlon is pald to this mat-
ter by the Government, It may become
& menace to the publie health,

“Wherefore the League hereby pe-
titions the Government, as follows, to
wit:

“1, To take Immediate steps to widen

and macadamize King street from the
bridge to Kahaulkl, making the road-
way at least from forty to forty-four
feet wide, and the sidewalks on each
side at least from eight to ten feet
wide.
.2, To place hydrants In Kalihl and
its vicinity at sultable polints, not ex-
ceeding five hundred feet apart, und to
statlon one or more fire engines out
there, one to be located near the pump-
Ing plant.

3, To make early arrangements to
send, at least twice ench week, carts to
Kalihl and its vicinity to remove there-
from all garbage and refuse, and to in-
c¢lude the district in whatever perma-
nent plans the Government may declde
upon for the removal and disposal of
garbage."

Minister Young ,replying to the coms
mittee, sald he fully recoguizod the ne-
cessity of carrying out the propositions

in thelr memorandum. e venllzed
that King street carried »  greater
amount of traffic than any other

thoroughfare excepting tlos: on the
water front, With Road Supervisor
Ouderkirk he had gone over all the
streets of the city, for che purpose of
schedullng them for reconstruction and
repalrs, The cost of desirable sireet
work would be one milllon dollars,
No favoritism would be showeid, how=
ever, a8 to the streets selected for
operations, Nothing but the publie re-
quirements would be considered in any
case. No matter how many leagues
cnme to him, he would excicise the
functlons of his offlce in an Impartial
MANNner.

A member of the deputaticn remind-
e the Minister that King street was
the only public highway to that whole
countryside including zhe Important
districts of Ewa, Walanas und Wala=
lun, Yet King street has been neglected
right straight nlong,

'ster Young respondad that the
forgfer road supervisor had left King
stfeet in a bad condition. Dut when
wie new man came in, he had no fands
wherewith to make amends. That
street ought to be fixed up.

Mr, Sims asked the Minisier if the
Leglalature was not to be convened,
and should the Kalihl not expect to re-
celve a measure of justice from that
body,

The Minister replied that they knew
us much about the prospect of a ses-
slon®of the Leglalature as he dld.

Mr, Sima remarked that, if the oid
Legislature were not called, the new
one, depending on the passage of the
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elected In November and would not
meet untll February. It would be a
long walt for the improvements so
necessary, while the conditions went
from bad to worse,

With this parting shot the depula-
tion withdrew.

Bilo May Get lts
American Mail Direct

Minister Damon at the Executive
Councll this morning read a communi-
catlon signed by 65 people of Hilo, dat-
e¢d January 27, asking to have mall
from the Coast for Hawall forwarded
airect from the Coast by salling vesael
or steamer to Hilo. It was decided to
answer the communication, saying that
the proposal would be Impracticable
in regard to foreign malls, but the Min-
lster of Finance would try to have it
enrried out In regard to malls from the
United States for Hilo,

In the matter of the communication
from the Board of Health dated Janu-
ary 30, recommending that the drain-
age ditch at Kewalo, beginaing at King
street and running by the corner of
South and Queen streets to the sea, be
put into a sanitary condition, it was
voted “that the Minister of the [nterlov
be advised to have the diteh stoned up
and cemented, and apply to the Board
of Health for the authorization to do
In.”

With regard to the communicption
of February & from J. Lightioot and
others by their attorney, J. Alfred Ma-
goon, referring to thelr application of
January 26 for a llcense to condnct a
steam lnundry on premises at Walkiki,
and amending the requeat so that the
location would be on the east side of
South street between Quoen street and
Kawafahao lane, it was voted that the
leense be issued, conditioned upon the
recommendations of the Board of
Health of February 2—that the loea-
tion be approved “when same shall
have been filled in to the street level”
and requiring “that all connections for
conveyance of waste mattera from sald
laundry be made direct with the sow-
ernge system,

THE LINITS OF SEWERAGE

To refresh the memory of cltlzens,
in view of the action on sewerage taken
by the Executive Councll yesterday,
the status of this great public improve-
ment may be briefly stated.

The section of sewerage now under
cantract and well advanced In construe-
tion I8 bounded by the ocean, South,
Alapai, Beretanla and River streets
and back to the ocean. It includes
the pumping plant, the sewage reser-
volr and the outfall.

Yesterday's resolution of the Execu-
tive Council ordered tenders to be ob-
talned “for that portion of the sewer-
age system not yet contracted for but
already surveyed for which plans and
specifications are already in the pos-
sessfon of the Government."”

Mr. Bdwards, supervising engineer
of the works, showed a reporter today
that the plans and specifications were
prepared for a more extended area than
the Government had originally design-
ed to have constructed.

Thus, Instead of the northward limit
being Lillha street, the system (s plan-
ned to the Insane Asylum. And, in-
stead of stopping at Punahou street,
easterly, as had been contemplated, the
plans reach out two streets beyond to
Alexander street. Punchbowl streets
are covered In the engineer's maps to
include Prospect street, Practically,
the plans and specifications “already in
the possession of the Government"”
comprise the entire city plot excepting
the Walkikl tracts, upper Palama and
Kalihl sections and Nuuanu valley be-
yond the cemetery.

Koko Head Guards,

The boys on guard at Koko Head
emphasize the necessity of some sort
of a shack for protection at their head-
guarters, During the Sunday rain the
guards were practically without pro-
tection. They were soaked to the skin,
which, coupled with the cold wind
blowing made gouard duty anything but
pleasant. A very small amount of ma-
terinl I8 necessary to furnish proper
cover and tus boys are willing to
attend to the construction.

Jobe and Peterson have just
gone over there to look into
the case ngnin. Dr. Hoffman

Fight at Wainkamilo.

There was quite a lively serlmmage
among some Japanese at the Walaka-
milo camp yvesterday forenoon, A
gambling game had been In progress
for some little time when an argument
arose suddenly. The Japanese left
their game and took thelr various
sides, Then there was a general rush
and they went at it with a will. The
camp authorities rushed in and soon
had the fight stopped. SBeveral of the
Japanese had brulsed faces.

The cottage in the vielnity of the
camp from which the dead Chinese
child was taken Sunday was burned

yesterdany afternoon, the occupants
having been removed to the battery
camp,

The Japanese carpenters at the camp,
having been called by Superintendent
Wilson to do some important work
after & o'clock, declarad they would do
nothing of the kind., Mr., Wilson sent
back word that the whole gang would
bo discharged if there was not a speed'y
change of mind, It was not long before
the required carpenters were forth-
coming,

A few flowers sent (o the hospital at
the camp by various people, have given
no end of pleasure,

Seven Spaniards were taken out of a
shack on Punchbowl street near the
Mormon church at about 9 o'clock last
night by police and officers of the Citi-
zens' Committee and returned to the
infected premises at the corner of
Smith street and Kawalahao lane from
which they had been taken a few hours
previous, Bpeaking of the matter, J.
M, Vivas, the inspector of the district
in which the shack ls situnted, sald:
“Dr. Alvarez {s the owner of this
Punchbowl street shack in which a Int
of Chinamen live. Shortly before the
South street house was put in gquaran-
tine yesterday afternoon the doctor
removed the Spaniards from this place
to Punchbowl street. While on my
tour of Inspection I discovered the
people and ordered them out, They
would not go and #o it became neces-
sary for me to summon asslstance,
All the Portuguese are up in arms over
the affair,”

No Money Yet.

The firrmen have been walting pa-
tiently for the money the Board of
Health was In favor of glving them
but as yet none has appeared and they
are beginning to Indulge In a lttl

Wants Rats Destroyed.

At the meeting of the - Board of
Health yesterdoy afternoon Dr. Day
gpoke of the danger of rats as 6 me-
dium of Infection and made the stite-
ment that in ease people  would not
trouble with them at ten cents a head,
to ralse the bonus, Continually the
question of rats and thelr very possible
connection with plague cnses in Hono-
Iulu were belng brought up, This, how-
over, was not inconsistent with the ex-
perience in other plague stricken coun-
tries,

Minister Cooper stated that he had
tried to start the destruction of rats by
offering ten cents for every one killed,
It was not long before children were
walking Into the Board of Health
office with rats in thelr pockets and
shirts, This, of courae, was extremely
dangerous,

Dr. Day sald the people could be cau-
tioned against direct contact with the
ruts, Certainly something should bhe
done to kil them off,

A Lawyer's Questions,

A prominent attorney speaking of
the opening of Court yesterday, asked
the following questions: “Do you
think it Is right to hold court at this
time? Bupposing 1 should have a case
in which say, for the sanke of argument,
the sheriff of Hawall was one of my
principal witnesses, would It be right
for him to be subpoenaed? [ should
certainly earry out everything neces-
pary for the safety of my caso and the
sheriff of Hawall wonld not only have
to come but he would have to remiln,
wouldn't he?

“Now then, supposing & case of
plague should break out in the court-
room during the progress of a triad,
what would happen? The place would
be quarantine and the clerk's office
would be closed to everyone causing a
most disagreenble stote of affuirs”

Hunt Their Holes.

Speaking about rats In infected dis-
trlety this morning, one of the mem-
bers of the Board of Health sald to
Fire Commissloner Brown: “The
Board wants to try the efect of a fence
around premises burned to prevent any
possible escape of rats, although it has
been demonstrated time and again In
recent fires that rats ran back to thely
holes directly under burning bulldings
Instead of escaping (rom the lames, In
this they are like horses.”

“On January 25 Quon ¥ut Man was
found in the afternoon near Wyllie
street,  He was ontside a small house
there and the probabllities are that
he was in that house for several hours.
The man was engaged In the Pantheon
waloon up to the 21st.  On that day Dr.
Hoffman examined him and found no
evidences of the plague, 1t Is hard to
®et evidence as to the man's  where-
abouts up to the 26th. As far as | can
lewrn he went into the Melean block
with his family. The people there de-
nled that. The man died at the pest
house of bubonic plague.
